Johnson of Conway, a former 
state Supreme Court Justice, 
filed a statement Monday oppos* 
ing compulsory membership in 
the Arkansas Bar Association. 


The court had set Monday as 


the deadline for lawyers to file 
their views on the proposal, au- 
thored by the Executive Com* 
mittee of the Arkansas Bar As- 
socation. 


Johnson called the proposal an

Skeptical of 
Leukemia 
Breakthrough

Some cancer experts in the 


United 
States 
are 
skeptical 


about an announcement by a 
British research team of "one of 
the biggest breakthroughs ft 
cancer research in20years." 


But they agree that it brings 


nearer the day when leukemia 
may be cured. 


The British scientists, work- 


Ing at Royal Beatson Hospital in 
Glasgow, Scotland, said Sunday 
that a virus that causes leuke- 
mia in cats had been made to 
grow in human cell tissues. 


"Having this virus isolated 


means that finding a cure is 
now a matter of hard slogging," 
Dr. Robert Williamson of Glas- 
gow said, after announcing the 
"breakthrough." 


But Dr. Leon Dmochowski of 


Houston, chairman of the de- 
partment of Biology at the Uni- 
versity of Texas and an adviser 
to the 
Leukemia Society of 


America, said the Glasgow find- 
ing was "hardly a great break- 
through." 


Dmochowski said, however, 


that it would "serve as a stimu- 
lus" to leukemia research. 


Al Davis, science editor of the 


American Cancer Society, said 
the Britishers were "exaggerat- 
ing a little bit in terms of its 
real significance." He said they 
should not have mentioned the 
word "cure" in the announce- 
ment.

Calls Speech 
'Defiance'

LONDON (AP) - North Viet- 


nam today called President Nix- 
on's speech on Vietnam a "defi- 
ance not only of the Vietnamese 
people but of the American peo- 
ple and all the peace-loving peo- 
ple in the world." 


While this reaction was ex- 


pected, many Europeans 
ex- 


pressed disappointment because 
of what they saw as a lack of 
progress toward peace. Reac- 
tion in Communist countries 
was hostile. 


The North Vietnamese delega- 


tion to the Paris peace talks is- 
sued a statement repeating its 
insistence on an unconditional 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
South Vietnam and 
American 


abandonment of the South Viet- 
namese 
government—"a war- 


like, dictatorial and corrupt ad- 
ministration." 


"The Nov. 3 address of Presi- 


dent Nixon," the statement add- 
ed, "shows still more that his

ture of his administration," 


In Saigon, President Nguyen 


Van Thieu, in a stout endorse- 
ment of Nixon's speech, de-

peace to Vietnam, which Presi- 
dent Nixon has recalled in his 
address today, is the right poli- 
cy which conforms with our just 
position."

To heyin with, this is not the 


same as^'.thfti.pJEftblenUiOf 
suicide- , 


(which some stales still consider 
a crime). Here, the person is not 
claiming u right to take his life. 
He is merely claiming the right to 
refuse a l i f e - s a v i n g t r a n s f u s i o n , 
usually on grounds of 
religious 


freedom. 


But religious freedom, as guaran- 


teed by the Constitution, is not 
without limits. Although the state 
must not interfere with a person's 
religious beliefs, it may indeed in- 
terfere with his religious practices 
if they are sufficiently harmful. 


On t h i s basis, one court did 


order a compulsory blood transfu- 
sion for the dying mother of an 
infant. The court said her act of 
refusing the blood, in these cir- 
cumstances, was an act of irrespon- 
sibility toward the child. 


"The state will not allow a par- 


ent to abandon a child." said the 
court, "so it should not allow this 
most 
ultimate of abandonments." 


Another justification for a com- 


pulsory transfusion may 
be that 


the patient is too lar gone to make 
a rational decision. In one such 
case, the judge said it was part of 
a hospital's duly to lake the i n i t i a - 
tive when the patient was no longer 
competent lo decide fur himself.

Q—What kind of disease is 


chronic glpmerulonephritis 
with renal insufficiency? Is 
cortisone 
the only remedy 


for it? 


A—This is an inflammation 


of the kidneys with failing 
kidney function. It is a seri- 
ous disease and not all vic- 
tims respond to the same 
treatment. A combination of 
azathioprine (Imuran) with 
the cortisonelike prednisone 
has helped some patients. 


Q—I have chronic glomer- 


ulonephritis. All blood and 
urine tests are now normal 
but I still have some edema. 
How can I get rid of it? 


A—Although w a t e r pills 


may help to c o n t r o l the 
edema, only an improvement 
in your kidney function can 
cure you and that is a task 
that usually requires the best 
efforts of a kidney specialist. 


Q—What is pyelonephritis? 


What causes it? Can it be 
cured? Must f follow a re- 
stricted diet? If the disease 
occurs in one kidney will the 
other become involved? 


A—Pyelonephritis is an in- 


flammation of the k i d n e y 
pelvis. It is caused by bac- 
teria which usually reach the 
kidneys through the bladder 
and ureters. A wide variety 
of urinary antiseptics and 
antibiotics have been used 
to treat this disease. Diet is 
not an important part of the 
treatment. The disease us- 
ually affects both kidneys. 


(J—What causes Hodgkin's 


disease? Is it contagious? Is 
it the same as lymphosar- 
coma? Is it hereditary'.' How 
long can one live with this 
disease? 


A—The cause of this malig- 


nant d i s e a s e , also called 
lymphoma, is unknown. It is 
neither hereditary nor con- 
tagious. It is closely related 
to lymphosarcorna, the dif- 
ferentiation being made by 
microscopic examination of 
the tumors

irradiation, a fair number of 
cures have been reported.

(AP) - The United States takes 
the floor in the U.N. General As- 
sembly today to lead the annual 
fight to bar Peking from the 
United Nations. The Americans 
were confident they would have 
little trouble this year. 


In line with a new policy of 


assigning the China speech to 
the member of Congress on the 
U.S. delegation, Rep. J. Irving 
Whalley, R-Pa., was to address 
the 126-nation assembly. 


The U.S. government has 


made plain there is no change 
in its opposition to Peking's ad- 
mission to the world organiza- 
tion despite President Nixon's 
overtures to improve relations 
wlththe Chinese Reds. 


In his speech to the General 


Assembly Sept. 18, Nixon said 
he was ready to talk with the 
leaders of Communist- China 
whenever they "choose to aban- 
don their self-imposed isola- 
tion." 


Shortly before Nixon spoke, 


U.S. Undersecretary of State El- 
liot L. Richardson said the con- 
flict between Moscow and Pe- 
king would not deter the United 
States from 
trying to improve 


relations with the Chinese. 


U.S. 
officials have contended 


that the isolation of Red China's 
leaders from the United Nations 
is their own doing. But many 
delegates are convinced that the 
isolation is due at least partly to 
the UJ3. lobbying against a seat 
for Peking. 


The reaffirmation of the two- 


thirds rule is expected to be ap- 
proved by a vote of about 73-17.

Trace Smoking 
to Disease 
of Arteries

CHICAGO (AP) - Three Dan- 


ish scientists reported today evi- 
dence 
that carbon 
monoxide 


from cigarette smoke may con- 
tribute to development of dis- 
eased arteries in smokers. 


They connected it specifically 


to atherosclerosis, a disease 
characterized by the accumula- 
tion of fats in the walls of the 
larger arteries. 


This condition is related to the 


better-known 
arteriosclerosis 


and is held responsible for most 
heart attacks and strokes and 
some other disabilities related 
to the circulatory system. 


Carbon monoxide is a toxic 


gas formed by incomplete com- 
bustion of a carbon-based fuel. 
It is found, for example, in auto- 
mobile exhaust. 


The scientists, Drs. Poul As- 


trup, Knud Kjeldsen and John 
Wanstrup of the University of 
Copenhagen, 
presented 
their 


findings at the second Interna- 
tional Symposium on Athero- 
sclerosis. 


The Danes' joint paper at the 


symposium 
reported 
experi- 


ments with rabbits which were 
fed high cholesterol— saturated 
fat— and normal diets in atmos- 
pheres containing carbon mon- 
oxide and various oxygen con- 
centrations. 


They found that cholesterol 


deposits in heart and aorta tis- 
sue of the rabbits exposed to 
carbon monoxide vis 2.5 times 
greater than that in rabbits fed 
cholesterol but living in a nor- 
mal atriiosphert'. 


The rabbits exposed to carbon 


monoxide also showed marked 
increases in carboxyheirr.iglobin 
concentrations in their blood. 
Carboxyhemoglobin is a mole- 
cule made up of carbon monox- 
ide bound to hemoglobin, a com- 
ponent of red blood cells. 


Ordinarily, 
hemoglobin 


transports 
oxygen 
from 
the 


lungs to body tissues in the 
blood, but in combinatijn with 
carbon monoxide it delivers no 
oxygen and thus acts to as- 
phyxiate the tissue.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen, 


Frank E, Moss today demanded 
the Food ^nd Drug Administra* 
tlon explain why it has not acted 
to end the use in government 
hospitals of some drugs ruled 
dangerous and ineffective, 


In a letter to FDA Comrnis* 


sioner Herbert L. Ley Jr., the 
Utah Democrat said testimony 
before his consumer subcom- 
mittee indicated at least four 
drugs marked ineffective or un* 
safe more than a year ago are 
still being stocked at Bethesda 
Naval and Walter Reed Army 
hospitals. 


Moss wrote Ley after Theo* 


do re Cron, president of the 
American Patients Assocation, 
testified 
Monday the Bethesda 


hospital still stocks three drugs 
ordered off the market by the 
FDA and that Walter Reed has 
one such drug available. 


But an FDA spokesman told a 


newsman Thursday all govern- 
ment hospitals had been told of 
drug safety rulings by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences-Na- 
tional Research Council. 


But he said the FDA had no 


power to order a government 
hospital or another agency to 
stop using a drug. 


Asked if the FDA had ever 


even suggested government in- 
stallations stop using a certain 
drug, the spokesman said: 


"No. And we haven't asked 


them to Conga either." 


"We have made all the infor- 


mation available and that's all 
we can do," the spokesman 
said. 


Cron said Bethesda was still 


stocking the drug Panalba. The 
NAS has said Panalba is a com- 
bination of two antibiotics which 
is no more effective than one of 
its components alone. 


The FDA has ordered the 


drug off the market but the Up- 
john Co. of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
has so far been successful in 
blocking the action in court. 


Cron also testified Bethesda 


also stocks mysteclin-f, used 
against 
fungus, 
and several 


forms of rautrax, designed to 
correct fluid inbalances. The 
NAS has found both ineffective. 


Officials of the Bethesda hos- 


pital or the Bureau of Naval 
Medicine could not be reached 
for comment.

troops plus a decline in enemy 
infiltration and offensive action 
had enabled him to make a 
"more optimistic" withdrawal 
schedule now than he made last 
June. 


At the same time he declared 


that "if the level of enemy ac- 
tivity significantly increases we 
might have to adjust our timeta- 
ble accordingly." And in words 
specifically directed to Hanoi he 
issued this warning: 


"If I conclude that increased 


enemy action jeopardizes our 
remaining forces in Vietnam, I 
shall not hesitate to take strong 
and effective measures to deal 
with that situation." 


Throughout 
the speech— his 


first major address on Vietnam 
since May 14- Nixon appealed 
for support by the American 
people for the course he is fol- 
lowing. 


Since he conceded that "some 


of my fellow citizens disagree 
with the plan for peace I have 
chosen," his main effort evi- 
dently was to reinforce 
the 


backing he has and win any ad- 
ditional support possible. 


Nixon's speech was timed ap- 


proximately to the anniversary 
of the date—Nov. 1, 1968—when 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
stopped all bombing of North 
Vietnam under an agreement to 
include South Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong in the Paris talks 
along with the U.S. and North 
Vietnam, 


But the speech came midway 


between two peace demonstra- 
tions—one held in mid-October 
and one scheduled for mid-No- 
vember. It also came after calls 
in Congress for fixing a deadline 
on removal of all U.S. troops 
from Vietnam and for trying to 
institute a cease-fire, 


Aides said that Nixon's pro- 


gram has two phases. The first 
phase they described as that of 
the timetable for removal of 
combat 
forces; 
the 
second 


phase would provide for remov- 
al of the rest— and air and sup- 
ply and other support troops. 


Nixon also said that soon after 


his election he made "two pri- 
vate offers for a rapid, compre- 
hensive settlement" through an 
individual "who is directly in 
contact on a personal basis with

Nixon addressed "the young 
people of this nation." He said 
he wanted peace as much as 
they did but to achieve it in a 
way which increases the chance 
that the young brothers and the 
sons of the men now fighting in 
Vietnam "will not have to fight 
in another Vietnam some place 
in the world."

Tyson's Foods is one of the 


major broiler processors in the 
nation. The firm produces Rock 
Cornish hens, Tyson's "28"poul- 
try, a special poultry pack, pre- 
cooked chickens and other poul- 
try products. 


The new plant will employ 275 


workers when operating at full 
capacity, which is 250,000 chick- 
ens weekly.

taken several secret contacts 
with North Vietnam to try to 
break the stalemate in the Paris 
peace talks. 


These included a personal let- 


ter to the late Ho Chi Minn in 
which he urged "an early reso- 
lution of this tragic war." But 
Ho replied, shortly before his 
death Sept. 3, with a demand for 
settlement on his terms, and 
this Initiative, like all the oth- 
ers, failed. 


Against this background Nix- 


on, after reviewing the history 
of the war, focused his speech 
on turning the conflict over to

South Vietnamese,

gradually disengaging
